Tbe figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 13th August, 1955 relate to 189 
towns with an estimated population of 26,093 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 300 and their population is 38,988 
thousands. Thus 63% of the total number of towns 
representing 67% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The number of births and deaths recorded 
In these towns were 18,633 and 7,016 representing birth 
ind death rates of 37*1 and 14-0 per thousand of 
population respectively. 


(a) States (Parts A and C ). — The data here relate to 
[54 towns with an estimated population of 21 ,414 thou- 
lands.
